This is the familiar 
term known to our country, mulattos being the result 
of miscegenation among our people. 

G — De Espanol y Mulato, Morisco. A "morisco" would 
be a quadroon child resulting from the union of white 
and mulatto. 

H — De Espanol y Morisca, Alvina. An "Alvina" would 
be an octoroon. 

I — De Espanol y Alvina, Tornatras. "Tornatras" 
literally means "go back," and in this case it is used 
to indicate a reversion to the white type again, where 
this series stops. 

J — De Loboy, Mestiza, Chino Cambu. From the union 
of the two half-breeds would result a type called "Chino 
Cambu." 

K — De Chino, Cambujo y Mulata, Alvaraza. The mat- 
ing of a Chinaman with either of the two half-breeds 
mentioned would produce an Alvaraza, or female quad- 
roon.
